When he becomes a junior, 
the secondary school student 
must really face up to the ques­ 
tion of college—where to go and 
how to get ♦here. 
An immediate responsibility 
can be quite a strain—College 
Boards. I believe it is generally 
wise for the junior to take a set 
of 
Scholastic 
Aptitude 
and 
! Achievement Test Examinations 
offered by the College Entrance 
Examinations Board (Box 592, 
Princeton. N.J.). 
Taking the examination while 
a junior does not mean that stu­ 
dents are irrevocably “ stuck” 
with their scores. They will have 
another chance, if they want it, 
as a senior. 
But the early testing does 
have value. For one thing stu- 
: dents can gain invaluable expe- 
Irience with College Board test- 
jing. Once acquainted with the 
'form, many students significant­ 
ly improve their scores. Another 
plus is the evidence the tests 
will produce for the secondary 
school guidance counselor. 
A 
student’s counselor can, by re­ 
viewing test results, 
suggest 
within broad limits the kind of 
college that should be most suit­ 
able for the applicant. 
Some students also may want 
¡to take the American College 
Testing program (330 E. Wash­ 
ington Ave., Iowa City, Iowa). 
There are many colleges and 
universities which prefer scores 
from this battery of tests. 
But while College Board test­ 
ing as a junior has real value, 
it also involves some danger. 
Even contined to senior year, 
College Boards are greatly over­ 
emphasized. Too many secon­ 
dary school students are be­ 
deviled by the prospect — and 
then the results — of College 
Boards. 
In fact, College Boards results 
are not of life-or-death signifi­ 
cance in deciding whether a 
student will be admitted to col­ 
lege. Every year some of the 
most selective institutions take 
students with quite low College 
Boards. And some of the least 
selective turn down students 
with very high College Boards. 
Clearly, 
admissions 
officers 
base their decisions on some­ 
thing besides these tests. 
My 
philosophy 
on 
College 
Boards is that students should 
be encouraged to take them and 
to do as well as they can. When 
scores are received, I urge stu­ 
dents to accept them maturely 
and with common sense. They 
must not be discouraged if the 
scores tend to be lower than 
hoped. 
Another job for the juniors 
preparing for college, and one 
that is less nerve-wracking, is 
to visit a number of institutions 
in which they are interested. 
If students have the time and 
energy, it would be ideal for 
them to visit from six to 12 col­ 
leges during the spring and 
summer of their junior year. 
Beginning college visits in the 
late spring is opportune because 
admission officers are relative­ 
ly free after May 1st. They have 
just finished putting together 
freshman class for the coming 
fall and are ready to begin 
thinking of the year following. 
Nevertheless, the junior visit­ 
ing campus should not neces­ 


sarily expect a full interview. 
What the prospective college 
freshman should concentrate on 
is getting a sense of the school’s 
atmosphere and human dimen- 
Ision. 
It will be particularly worth­ 
while to attend classes — both 
large lectures and small discus-

Opens With 
To g etherness

(AP) — In an atmosphere of 
diplomatic 
togetherness, 
the 
■U.N. General Assembly opens 
its 20th session Tuesday. It’s the 
start of another 13-week season 
of 
torrential 
talk, 
countless 
cocktails and hopefully some 
progress toward peace. 
On the opening day political 
animosities sink beneath the 
¡surface as diplomats from 114 
nations gather for what has be­ 
come the biggest show of its 
| kind on earth. 
They meet in the main dele­ 
gates’ lounge and around the 
entrance to the Assembly Hall- 
renewing old acquaintances in a 
spirit not unlike that of a college 
reunion. 
Gradually they fill the seats in 
the big blue and gold Assembly 
Hall, keeping up a steady buzz 
of conversation. 
The task of opening the ses­ 
sion falls to Alex Quaison-Sack- 
ey of Ghana, president of the 
last session, who will silence the 
delegates with a rap of the gav­ 
el and the pronouncement: “ 1 
declare open the 20th session of 
the General Assembly.” 
His words will be translated 
simultaneously 
from 
English 
into Spanish, French, Russian 
and Chinese—the four other off - 
cial languages of the United Na­ 
tions—and the session will be 
formally under way. 
The electronic age has added 
something new to the scene- 
two boards at the front of the 
hall will register by pushbutton 
the votes of the delegates and 
flash the outcome. 
The electronic voting machine 
was installed last year, but was 
never used because of the dead­ 
lock over voting rights of debtor 
nations. It is hoped that the ma­ 
chine. similar to those used in 
many U.S. state legislatures, 
will speed the work of the as­ 
sembly. It has been installed on 
a trial basis. 
Seated on the green marble 
podium at the front of the hall 
are the assembly president in 
the center, with Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant on his right and C. 
V. Narasimhan, India, who is 
Thant’s chief aide, at the presi­ 
dent’s left. 
They look out over a sea of 
green-covered desks, with two 
delegations sharing a desk in 
most instances. Each delegation 
is entitled to six seats in the 
hall. 
Gambia, the first new mem­ 
ber to be admitted at this ses­ 
sion, will share a desk with 
Ghana. The spaoe already has 
been reserved for the 115th U.N. 
member. 
The detailed work of the as­ 
sembly is carried out by its sev­ 
en committees — political, spe­ 
cial political, economic, social, 
trusteeship, financial and legal. 
Resolutions can be approved 
by a simple majority in the

does not mean that it is not ex­ 
cellent. There are a great many 
I institutions overrated because of 
their high entrance selectivity. 
Many schools which do not 
make it quite as difficult to en­ 
ter are exceedingly fine places 
;at which to study. These “ sleep­ 
ers” are often moving ahead 
fast and are thoroughly sound 
and exciting places of which to 
be a part. In fact, I think it may 
be more stimulating education­ 
ally to help build a “ B plus” 
college than to attend one long 
rated “ A.”

That is why your 
doctor doesn't base his diagnosis 
on laboratory tests alone or on 
a single reading of one. If a 
blood test for a certain disease 
is reported positive and your 
doctor is satisfied that you do 
not have the disease the test 
was falsely positive. False nega­ 
tives are also reported.

show he has wide popular sup­ 
port. which is the opposite of 
what the 19 84 elections showed 
tor the Republicans.
